CHAPTER 186.

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR GIRLS AT MITCHELLVILLE.
H. F. 502.

AN ACT to appropriate funds for the construction and equipment of a cottage for the
training school for girls at Mitchellville,

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SEcTION 1. Cottage and equipment—appropriation. There is hereby
appropriated out of the funds in the state treasury, not otherwise
appropriated, a sum not exceeding forty thousand dollars ($40,000.00)
to be expended by the board of control for the purpose of building a
cottage for the training school for girls at Mitchellville and for the
equipment of the same.

TRAINING IN TEACHING SERVICE AND INSTRUCTION TO PUPILS.
8. P, 154,

AN ACT to provide training in teaching service for the Iowa State Teachers College,
State University of Iowa and College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts and to furnish
instruction to pupils of school districts under contract between the board of directors
and the state board of education.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SECTION 1. Instruction to pupils—training of teachers. The board of
directors of any school district in the state of Iowa may enter into con-
tract with the state board of education for furnishing instruction to
pupils of such school district, and for training teachers for the schools
of the state, in such particular lines of demonstration and instruction
as are deemed necessary for the efficiency of the Iowa state teachers
college, state university of Iowa and college of agriculture and
mechanic arts as training schools for teachers.
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
